AIRLIFT MANAGEMENT 
TO BE COMPUTERIZED 


Logistic managers in Vietnam are going to get a 
chance to let their pencils cool. Programmed computers 
are scheduled to take over the job of managing more 
than 800 airlift sorties a day in Vietnam by American 
and Royal Australian Air Force crews. The first phase 
of this computerized Airlift Management System is ex- 
pected to become operational before the end of the year. 
The project is designed to provide improved analyses of 
airlift requirements versus airlift resources for the 834th 
Air Division, manager of tactical airlift activities in 
Vietnam.
